It is only when all four phases 
of this structure are so co-ordi 
nated that each is rewarded fit 
tingly for the contribution it 
makes, and rewarded moreover to 
an extent that ensures a decent 
standard of living for all those en 
gaged therein, that the completed 
structure can be said to be sound. 

Judged by these rules, the Cana- 
dian tobacco industry is, I like to 
think, a fine example of structural 
soundness. As now organized, 
after many years of wise planning 
and persistent effort, it provides 
all concerned, from the primary 
producer right through to the re- 
tailer who supplies the consumer, 
with a real incentive to do good 
work and plenty of it. And hay 
ing done that, it has done the one 
thing most likely to be conducive 
to its stability and healthy growth. 

Because all producing, manufac 
turing and selling costs, as well as 
all rewards for effort put forth, 
must in the final analysis be paid 
by the consumer, it follows that 
the structure of the tobaeco indus- 
trv has had to be based on retail 
prices that the consumer was able 
and willing to pas More than 
that, precautions had to be taken 
to see that both retail and jobbing 
prices were rigidly maintained in 
all parts of Canada, as that is the 


only Way to protect each con
